There have been m any changes 
In the opera'ions of securing ‘he 
wool crop. 
It h as not been many 
years since it w as considered nec­ 
essary to clean the wool before it 
was taken from tho sheep. 
Th i 
used to bo done by driving tho 
flock to a lake or stream where 
each 
anim al 
w as 
thoroughly 
washed. Modern m ethods of wool 
scouring have m ade sh cep-w ash­ 
ing unnecessary, although even 
today, a very dirty fleece is dis­ 
crim inated against by the buyer. 
There -ire certain precautions 
observed by successful s l v p own­ 
ers at shearing tim e which have 
been found to increare the value 
of the clip. 
For exam ple, bright 
days are selected on w hi* h to 
shear, as this will avoid obtaining 
fleeces wet with dew or rain. Do 
not shear sheep on the ground, 
but rather use a clean platform 
upon which to do the shearing 
operation 
Keep the fleece in one 
piece, and clip off sumo of tho 
inferior tags. 


Changes have taken place la 
(he m ethod of rem oving the fleece 
I rom the sheep's body. 
Shearing 
sheep 
now is easy and sim ple 
com pared with the old days of 
hand blades. M echanics has done 
w onders tow ards solving m any of 
th e farm labor problems. Today,
